In order to increase the tree canopy and to beautify our streetscape, the Town of Berwyn Heights is offering to plant 

shade trees in front of or beside resident’s homes. Trees will be planted at no direct cost to the residents.  

If you would like a tree planted along the curb, (in the public right-of-way), or on your property, (within twenty feet of the 

curb), please complete this form and return it to Town Hall, no later than May 1st.   

If a tree is planted in the public-right-of way, it will be owned by the Town of Berwyn Heights and its long-term care will 

be the responsibility of the Town.  If the tree is planted on the resident’s property, the property owner must commit to 

keeping the tree for at least five years, and its long-term care will be the responsibility of the homeowner.   

Town staff will assess each requested location to determine if the location is suitable for the species of tree desired .  

Planting will not be done under powerlines or over underground utilities.
